S.R.O. 54. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
16 of the Cantonments Act. 1924 (2 of 1&241. the Central Government hereby 
fixes 17th April 1907, as the date on which elections in Ranikhet Cantonment shall 
be held.

S.R.O. 55. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy Act, 
1957 (62 of 19571, the Central Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Regulations for the Indian Naval Reserve and the 
Indian Naval Volunteer Reserve (as contained in Chapter XIII of the Regulations 
for the Navy Part III Statutory 1965), namely:- — 

1. These regulations may be called the Indian Naval Reserve and the Indian 
Naval Volunteer Reserve (Amendment! Regulations, 1907. 

2. In the Regulations for the Indian Naval Reserve and the Indian Naval 
Volunteer Reserve. — 

(1) in regulations 33R* 11(b) and 330(21 (b), the heading ‘Branch List’ and the 
entries thereunder shall be omitted 
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(2) In regulation 342, — 

(a) under the heading (A) Executive Branch,— 

(i) for item (c)(ii), the following item shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(ii) Hold a First Mate’s Certificate for Competency (Foreign Going) 
or be a Mate Pilot in the Hooghly Pilot Service or be an Assistant 
River Surveyor with at least three years’ service under Calcutta 
Port Commissioners.”; 

(ii) for item (d)(ii). the following item shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(ii) Hold a Master’s Certificate of Competency (Foreign Going) or be 
a Master Pilot in the Hooghly Pilot Service or be an Assistant 
River Surveyor with at least six years of service in the River 
Survey Service under Calcutta Port Commissioners,”; 

(iii) for item "(e) Lieutenant Commander”, and the entry relating there- 

to, the following item and entry shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(e) Lieutenant Commander— In special cases a candidate who holds a 
Ministry of Transport and Communication Masters' Certificate 
(Foreign Going), has been Master of a ship of not less than 2,000 
tons for one year and is less than 35 years of age, 

or 

A candidate who is a Branch Pilot in the Hooghly Pilot Service and is 
less than 35 years of age, 
or 

A candidate who has held command of a River Survey Vessel in the 
River Survey Service under the Calcutta Port Commissioners for 
at least one year and is less than 35 years of age, may be appointed 
Lieutenant Commander.” 

Note. — Officers of the Hooghly Pilot Service and River Survey Service 
will not be eligible for Regular Commission (Permanent or 
S.S.C.). 

(iv) item (f) and the entry relating thereto shall be omitted; 

(b) under the heading "(B) Engineering Branch”, item (d) and the entry 

relating thereto shall be omitted. 

(3) In regulation 344, — I . ’'ll 

(a) under the heading "(A) Executive Branch”, item (g) and the entity 

relating thereto shall be omitted. 

(b) under the heading “(B) Engineering Branch”, item (e) and the entrv 

relating thereto shall be omitted, 

(4) In regulation 345, — 

(a) under the heading “(A) Executive Branch”, in the entry relating to 

item (c) for the figures and word ”24 years” the figures and word 
”23 years” shall be substituted; 

(b) under the heading "(E) Instructor Branch” for the words "Commis- 

sioned Instructor Officer", wherever they occur, the words "Instructor 
Sub-Lieutenant” shall be substituted. 

(5) In regulation 347, for item (e), the following item shall be substituted, 
namely; — 

“(e) Instructor Branch. — (i) Instructor Sub-Lieutenant to Instructor 
Lieutenant— An officer must have three years’ seniority os Sub- 
Lieutenant." 

(ii) Instructor Lieutenant to Instructor Lieutenant Commander. — An officer 
must have 8 years' seniority as Instructor Lieutenant. 

(0) In regulation 351 in item (a) for the opening paragraph and sub-item (1). 
the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(a) Initial Obligatory Training will, as far as possible, comprise of 2 
weeks’ Divisional Course which is to include Seamanship; In addition 
the following periods are allocated for other subjects:— 

(1) Executive Branch — 

Navigation 1 week. 

Gunnery 1 week, 
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TAS 1 week 

Communication 1 week. 

Attached to ships 2 weeks 

(To include practical seamanship, Navigation, NBC and ship administra- 
tion)’’. 

(7) In regulation 392, for figures and word “30 days; 1 ' the figures and word 
“00 days” shall be substituted, and after Explanation II, the following Explana- 
tion shall be inserted, namely: — 

“Explanation III — The annual leave of 60 days will fall due only after com- 
pletion of each year of actual service with the Navy.” 

(8) In regulation 396, for the letters and figures “Rs, 200” the letters and 
figures “Rs. 300” shall be substituted.

Provided that in the case of an illegitimate child, the name, residence, 
caste (if any) and religion of the mother mav be furnished in" lieu of 
particulars at items 6 and 7.
